Wasmxoros, Jan, 27, 1661, 

Oda Fellows’ Hall was densely crowded on Saturday 
nlgbt to hear tho speech of Cassius M. Clay, of Kentocky, 
ou tho present condition of tho conntry, Notwithstand- 
ing tho Inclement stato of tho weather many ladles and 
© pumber of Senators and representatives were presant, 
and attentively listened to tbe addrces, which was fre. 
quently Interrupted by applause. 

Ho declared that be spoko for no man, clique or party, 
Dut theeo were tImes whea the hambleet citizen might 
bo heard with patience, If not with consideration and re- 
spect. Thocountry was In the midst of a rovolution. A 
portlen of the citizens wero in opon and armed robcllion 
against tho government. Tho lawa wero doflod, tho 
country’s flag lowered, United States vessels wero 
red Jato, and public property waa taken peszsssion of 
by armed aszorlatious, All his worldly interests wero on 
ono sido, and his gallant party was on theother. Io there- 
fore claimed to be Impartial. Mr. Clay then proceedad to 
Aiscuss tho slavery question, as developed in tho Compro- 
miso measures of 1840, tho repeal of tho Missouri Compro- 
leo, and tbe Lecompton measure. He denied that tho 
ropublican party was a party of offence against the rights 
of any of the Slates. It was n party of defence. It 
fought tho Prosidcotial canvass of 1866 on tho slavery 
Jesue,and was besteo, But did republicans thon pro- 
Ject rebellion because of thelr defcat? No; but they 
tried once more, aud this timo they got a verdict of tho 
people in their favor, and on bebalf of liberty a¥ agatast 
lavery.

From Washington wo learn that tho city was 
Vory quiet yesterday. Despatches from Charlos- 
ton received there state that much excitement, 
existed in rognrd to tho dopartaro of the Brooklyn 
from Norfolk with troops, Ex-President Tylor 
Addressed note to the President inquiring 
‘Whother reinforcements had been sent to Fort 
Bumter. The President, in roply, gave him no 
Batisfaction, and it is \protty evident the 
government hereafter mean to Koop thelr 
own soerets. The rumor of a conspiracy 
to acizo the federal capital was revived 
again yesterday, but received little credit. Tho 
President, it is said, will to-day sond the Virginia 
resolutions to Congress, in which he will refer to 
the mission of ex-President Tyler, stating that ho 
cun, 4 President, inake no arrangements in regard 
to the futuro,and leave the whole matter in their 
Lands. Mr. Adoms' plan for adjustment of tho 
existing troubles scoms to be gaining friends, and 
‘the friends of the Union aro in hopes that means 
be speedily ndopted to heal the present didi- 


As soon as it became known that the Brooklyn 
and other verscls hnd been orderod South, des- 
patches wore sent to Charleston and Pensacola in- 
forming the authorities at those places that these 
vessels had reinforcements for the Southern forts 
and to bo on the look out. The destination of the 
Lrooklyn is said to be Pensacola, where sho may 
bo expected to arrive tho latter part of this week. 
Tt was atated in Washington that Inte Saturday 
cyening a despatch was gent to Mojor Chase, in 
command of the State troops at Pensacola, advis- 
ing him to seize Fort Pickens without delay.

‘The Louisiana Convention on Saturdoy passed 
the ordinance declaring that Stato a free and 
sovereign republic by a vote of 113 yeas to 17 
nays, A resolution declaring the right of free 
navigation of the Mississippi river and tributaries 
to all friendly States was passed, and the Conven- 
tion adjourned to meet in New Orleans on the 
29th inst. Tho resolation to submit the ordi- 
nance to a vote of the people was defeated. 

In the Massachusetts State Senate on Saturday 
the Judiciary Committee were, by a large ma- 
jority, instructed to report o bill authorizing the 
‘endorsement by the State of United States Trea- 
Bury notes to the oxtent of $1,500,000, being the 
amount received by the distribution of the sur- 
plus revenno in 1836-7. 

From Springfield we learn that Mr. Lincoln will 
start for Washington on the 14th of February, and 
will proceed by the way of Indianapolis, Cleye- 
Jond, Buffalo, Albany, Harrisburg and Baltimore 
to the fodoral capital. 

‘The steamship Karnak, Capt. L. Mossurior, from 
‘Havana the 19th and Nassau, N. P., tho 21st inst., 
arrived at this port yesterday afternoon. Thero 
isno news. A vessel from Inagua, which arrived 
at Nassau about the 6th, had roported that salt 
was selling at Mathewtown at ton cents the 
ushel—an ndvanco of one cent. The schooner 
Orionns, from Matanzas, had been ashore on 
Blackwood’s Bush Reef, but got off with the a3- 
ristance of wreckers, to whom was paid $5,000 
salvage.

‘Two Confederact or a Compromlio— 
‘The Hitch at Springfield. 

‘The secession on Saturday of Lonisiana from 
the Union, the conservative spooch of Cassius 
M. Clay, delivered in Washington on Satur- 
doy evening, and tho reporta from our 
Springfield correspondent, which wo publish 
this morning, reaffirming coercion as the policy 
of the incoming ndministration, are tho fucts 
which in this article we purpose briefly to 
consider, in connection with the momentous 
sue of a Union compromise or two confede- 
racies. 

Louisiana, by tho overwhelming voto in her 
State Convention of 113 to 17, bas beon de- 
clared “a free nnd sovereign republic.” This 
emphatic manifestation of the public sentiment 
of the State in behalf of Southern indepen- 


thoir alleginace to the government of tho 
United States, the peoplo of Louisiana sacrifice 
tho federal protecting duty of twenty-four 
per cent, which adds to the cash value of their 
sugar crop from four to five millions of dollars. 
But what are four or five millions, they say, 
weighed in the balances against the comprehen 
sive advantages of n Sonthern confederacy, a 
homogeneous political system, free trade, anda 
free and unlimited fleld of expansion? 

This is the underlying idea which, in euch 
rapid succession that has sstounded the 
world, has carriod Florida, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Alabama and Louisiana into the disunion ex- 
periment of South Carolina. Nor is this tho 
last of it. The Texas Convention on the sub- 
ject meets to-day, and doubtless before the 
expiration of the week that Convention will 
have adopted an ordinance repealing the aot 
of annexation, and all other acts recognizing 
that State as one of the members of our federal 


Union. On this day, too, the delogates tow 
State Convention are to be elected in Arkansas; 
so that we may pretty safely conclude 
that before the end of February not only will 
the eight cotton States have withdrawn from 
the Union, but that meantime, in their General 
Convention, which a few days hence is to as- 
semble at Montgomery, Alabama, they will 
have formed an independent Southern confede- 
ration, including the needful provisions for the 
election of a President and Vice President 
thereof. 

‘The border slave States, and the two great 
conservative slave States adjoining the border 
tier, to wit: North Carolina and Tennessee, are 
also in great danger of being carried away by 
this rosistless tide of revolution swelling up 
from the cotton States. The conservative ele- 
ments of all those intervening States are re- 
duced to the last resort of delay; for only 
through delay can they prevent a general 
union of the South around the plucky, intracta- 
blo and belligeront little Commonwealth of 
South Carolina. Nor can this Union saving 
policy of “masterly inactivity” be much longer 
maintained in the border slave States, unless 
some encouragement in behalf of a compromise 
shall be speedily extonded to them from the 
republican party. In defaalt of any such en- 
conragement, it is by no means improbable 
that before the end of the first month of his ad- 
ministration President Lincoln will find the 
tobacco States the active, armed allies of the 
cotton States in resisting his authority within 
the limits of this impending Southern confede- 
racy. 


the case. A radical antislayery republican, 
whose life bas been dovoted to the cause of 
negro emancipation, and under perils and diff 
culties among the elavebolding people of his 
State which have established his courage and 
consistency, he bas not the reckless hardihood 
to stand still and let this Union go to pieces. 
He has the sagacity to see that the republican 
policy of coercion is the policy of destruction, 
and be would save the party in saving the 
country. He therefore manfully comes forward 
at Washington for a compromise. A Southern 
man himself, he knows something of Southern 
public sentiment. He comprebends tho drift 
of these secession movements and the folly of 
attempting to arrest them, except in nego- 
tiations for peace; but we fear that he comes 
too lute with his appeal to the republican 
party, or that be has made it in the wrong 
quarter. 

‘The great difficulty to any propositions of 
compromise from the republican party is not 
located at Washington, but at the little village 
of Springfield, inois. The President olect is 
this difficulty. The magnates, the managers, and 
all the Wide Awakes of the republican camp, 
look upon Mr, Lincoln now as their foun- 
tain of authority, power and spoils. They 
esteem him a3 a sort of Goneral Jackson, a man 
With o will of his own, and they think it wiser 
to follow than to attempt to lead him, En- 
cournging this impression, Mr. Lincoln, except 
in tho matter of his Cabinet squabbles, remains 
undisturbed in the midst of all these disastrous 
Southern revolutionary events, He has no 
compromises to make. He was elected upon 
the Chicago platform. He will stand fast. He 
will enforce the laws. It will be bis duty to do 
s0, and as President of the United States ho 
will discharge this duty fearlessly and faith- 
fully. From time to time, down to onr latest 
reports from Springfield, this is the substance 
of our news from that quarter. The President 
elect stands firm; and thus the republican mem- 
bor of either house of Congress, who may 
have ventured, in a mild form, to suggest 4 
compromise, shrinks from his own propositions 
when put to the test of a vote, 

Tho Union is dissolved. Within a month 
there will be an organized Southern confede- 
racy; and then, as the attempt to onforce the 
federal laws within its boundaries will be the 
Anauguration of a general war, the question ro- 
curs, not how are we to save the Union—for the 
Union is gone—but how can we preserve the 
relations of peace? We answer, in the recog- 
nition of this Southern confederacy for the sake 
of peace, and for the sake of all our great in- 
terests of industry, property, society, law and 
order, North and South, that are bound up in 
this question of peace. If the Union cannot be 
restored throngh peaceable agencies, let us 
have u peaceable separation sad two govern- 
ments, ‘Thus the alienation of the two sec 
tions will result in the construction of two 
Breat confederacies, destined to expand north 
and south, till the magnificent regions extend- 

dg northward towards the Arctic sea, ood

National Sulcides im Anclen(and Modern 
‘Times. 

The diligent explorer of the befogged ohro- 
nicles of past ages, finds it impossible to deny 
the truth of the comparison botween the life of 
man and that of nations; yet as no generation 
is inferior in natural onergy and vital power to 
that which preceded it, it would appear that a 
young Assyria, a young Egypt, a young Baby- 
lon, or a young Greece might have perpetuated 
the spring time or maturity of those people, if 
they had possessed the wisdom to do so. Whero 
one empire that bas monopolized power in the 
history of the world, has died a natural death, 
or porished by unavoidable casualty, ten have 
dropped down from apoplexy produced by tho 
imprudences of too great prosperity, or havo 
deliberately destroyed themselves at the very 
period of their existence when mankind bas 
believed that they must bo immortal. From 
‘the day when Adam and live ate themselves out 
of Paradise, down to Napoleon I. or Francis 
IL, it has been tho fate of uninterrupted great- 
ness noyer “to let well enough alone;” but, 
fluenced by such bad advisors aa the “old ser- 
pent,” or Troya and Bianobini, to experiment 
with vegetables and constitutions, ina mannor 
which bas invariably proved destructive to 
themselves. The people of the United States 
ought to take warning from the teachings of the 
past, and pause in their sulcidal warfare with 
things as they are before it is too late. Chango 
should not involve hostilities, and if two con- 
federacies must be formed out of the Union, it 
ought to bo accomplished in a sensible manner. 

‘Troy perished, with apparently no better 
purpose than to give Homer the chance to write 
apoem. The history of Athens and Sparta, 
contains a moral that bumanity ought never to 
forget. Endowed with heroism, wisdom and 
almost inspired lawgivers, the giants of Ther- 
mopylw dofied the millions of invading Persia, 
conquered cyery enemy, and raised their re- 
spective republics to pinnacles of greatn 
which lasted as long as they were true to them- 
selves, and the theory upon which their nation- 
ality was founded. Their statesmen and ora- 
tors are still models for the world; their con- 
stitutions teom with sagacity; and poetry and 
the arts founded home templea among people 
who offered them a willing and graceful wor- 
ship. Yot, at tho very moment when the glo- 
rious conclusion of their Persian wars had made 
them the wonder and admiration of mankind, 
the demon of jealousy and discord incited 
them to deeds of violence which re- 
sulted in the decay and fall of all Greece, 
Athens would make no compromise which 
should lessen its supremacy, nor modify its 
tyrannie exercise of rights which the majority 
of the day bad succeeded in fastening upon 
other States with which she was confederated. 
Wise Minerva proved a foolish goddess, or else 
she had lost the fascinations of her pristine 
beauty, os she was growing old. The tribes 
were divided geographically. The Dorian had 
ascendancy in the Peloponnesus, the Ionian in 
Attica, Eubora, and many of the islands, Their 
dialects were different, and their manners more 
0. So they began to snarl and then to Oght, 
The Dorian cities helped the Syracusans, and 
the Ionians the Leontini. Then ensued hatred, 
originally causeless, but inflamed by local am- 
bition and the demagogues of the day. At 
last came the Peloponnesian war—s civil strifo 
with such parallels in history as the thirty 
years’ war in Germany, and the Reformation 


Struggles, Inthe eyenteonth century, in Eng» 


land and France. Morals decayed, a soft sun- 
set preceded, it is trac, final dissolution; but 
deserted by itself and therefore by destiny, 
poor Greece xold its own corpse to the Romans 
who had s0 long coveted possession of her, 
dead or alive. 

Still more pregnant with instruction is the 
curious history of the “chosen people of God;! 
the children of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
from whom go many old clothes-men of tho 
Minories, the Ghettor and Chatham street, aro 
regally descended. They were supernaturally 
protected, by a series of miracles which 
losted for ages. Their constitution and 
laws, were delivered to them under circum- 
stances of the utmost sublimity. Yet they have 
taught the fearful lesson to mankind, that the 
Almighty himself cannot so far swerve from 
his laws as to Saye those who are bent on self- 
destruction. He delivered them from the hard 
yoke of the Pharaohs, where thoy made bricks, 
‘and opened the Red Sea for them to pass un- 
molested into the most fertile garden in the 
Fast. They almost instantly began to grumble, 
because they bad to Oght with the Anak tribe 
of Indians, whom our Pilgrim Fathers would 
have devoured in a mouthful. Then Korah re- 
belled against the President, Moses, and had to 
be destroyed. Afterwards they quarrelled 
with their food, and put back their own history 
nearly half a century. At last they got into 
the promised land; but one of their first steps 
was to establish pro-slavery in a geographi- 
cally unsuitable section, and to yoke under 
the Gibeonites. This led to innumerable dis- 
asters, Finally, after they had destroyed their 
enemies, with thunder storms for artillery, and 
the sun in the firmament as one of their fleld 
marshals, 80 far from being grateful, they fell 
at once into a worse than Mexican period of 
anarchy, out of which they did not evolve 
fairly for a couple of centuries. Their rows 
with Messopatamians, Hittites, Amorites, 
Moabites, Amalakites and Jebusites would 
have regulted in their own annihilation, but 
for o fow able generals like Samson, Jephthah 
and Saul. 

Saul was the Santa Anna of Judea. He 
laid the foundations of the fabric upon which 
David and Solomon, the two great politicians 
of four hundred and fifty years after 
the flight from Egypt, built thelr kingdom. 
‘They introduced compromise measures, 
made concessions, restored the Mosaic 
code, ond, in less than sixty years, 
made Jerusalem the centre of the freest and 
most glorious empire on earth. Bat, under 
Reboboam, Rhetts, Keitts, Davises, Slidells, 
Sumnera and Sewards arose, and divided the 
confederacy, ten States seceding from the other 
two, which latter, however, retained the na- 
tional capital. Disunion began with mob ont- 
breaks, like those we have recently witnessed 
In Charleston, and disorder and civil war were 
the consequence. It was o case of the most 
guilty suicido, and entailed such destruction as 
must overtake our own thirty-three tribes, if 
we adopt the foolish notions of Grecley and 


olber coercionists, in our inter-Stato relations. 
‘The Jews, once divided did not oron help each 
other. Egypt, Assyria and the Philistines, who 
were the France, England and Indians of that 
age, took advantage of their weakness, and 
treated them as though they woro no better 
than coolies or Hottentota. Sennachgribs, Nebu- 
chadnezzars, Shishaks and Derodach-baladans, 
carried them into captivity os bad os that which 
Wendell Phillips and Garrison dosiro for the 
South Carolinians, at the hands of somo Black 
Hawk of the Rocky Mountains, The true ps- 
triots—Elijab, Jeremiah, Ezechicl, Micah and 
Habaccuc—saw their influence counteracted by 
inccadiary, stump speaking disorganizers of the 
Massachusotts school, and if a Nehemia and 
and Maccabco occasionally restored the ancient 
glory of the nation, tho smallest return to pros- 
perity made it “wax fat and kick” over sgain 
the bucket of Judean greatness. ‘Thus, not 
helping themselves, thoy were incessantly in 
hot wator, although God himsolf kept them 
from perishing os they deserved, until His par- 
poses vere fulfilled, and thon they, like tho 
Greoks succumbed by their own fault, under 
the power of tho Romans. 

Rome was the only State of antiquity, in 
which national crises were invariably over- 
come by the wisdom, forbearance and states. 
manlike prudenco of its own people, As exi- 
gencies arose which arrayed, from diversity of 
interests, Roman citizens against each other, 
patricians and pleboians Were ever united in tho 
determination to prezerve the integrity of the 
republic, at whateyer cost. If a dictator was 
necessary, authorities and subjects yielded 
willing obedience to arbitrary power, 60 long 
1s it was needed to heal divisions or sottle dif 
ficulties, Ifa minority proved factious, the 
majority were always ready to yield. Doma- 
gognism which, from timo to time, gained tem- 
porary ascendancy, was swept away before the 
national spirit of tho masses, whonever it be- 
came dangerous. Mutual compromiso ended 
every complaint and settled every grievance. 
The consequence was that Rome outlived all of 
the Powers which were great, when the two 
brothers built the walls of tho Eternal City, 
and many of thoso which were in their infancy, 
at the period of hor own maturity, 

Let the peoplo of tho United States take 
warning from the past, avoid the errors of those 
States which have destroyed thomsclyes, and 
follow the example which Rome has transmit- 
ted to the world of forbearance, tolerance of 
each other's views and peculiar institutions, 
and perpetuate the peace, without which the 
history of this land will present the saddest 
instance of national suicide that history can 
record. 


‘The Aspect of the Poll

‘The history of Europe is now centred in tho 
history of one man—that political Mophisto- 
philes, Louis Napoleon. Hic et ubique is a 
motto peculiarly appropriate to him. He towors, 
wizard-liko, over e¥ory Court in Europe, and, 
like Jupiter, he may bo said to even shake the 
world with his nod. That he isayerse to a 
united Ttaly we have evory reason to bolieva, 
88 woll from the long continued presence of 
tho French fet at Gaota ns tho correspondence 
which has recently taken place on tho suhjeot 
between the governments of France and Eng- 
lund. He bas a decided proferonce for a con- 
fedoration of States,and would proposo that Aus- 
trin should sell Venetia; that Victor Emanuel be 
named King of Piedmont, Lombardy, Venetia, 
Parma and Modena; that the Bourbon Ring of 
the Two Sicilies and the Grand Duko of Tus- 
cany be restored, and that the Pope bold the 
patrimony of St Peter, and govern the Lega- 
tions, the Marches and Umbria by a Grand 
Vicar. We always know that he was opposed 
to tho unity of the Italian kingdom, And why? 
Because be was justly apprehensive that such 
‘a monarchy would become a greater power in 
Furope than even Austria, and act asa cheok 
upon the power of France, Hero wisdom and 
selfishness go together in diplomatic combina- 
tion; and meanwhile he is arming for the fray. 

Ho has recently been presented with a 
lotter, at the hands of the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Paris, from the episcopal dig- 
nitaries of Syria, expressive of tho 
gratitude of tho Christians of the Lebanon for 
all the benefits which they have received from 
the generous policy thoro pursued by him. And 
from this and many other sigus of the times we 
have no cause to doubt bis intention to con- 
tinue the military and moral hold he has ao_ 
quired in Syria. ‘That such a course, however, 
will be asource of discord with England wo 
fool convinced. 

The diplomatic correspondence between 
England and France is said to have resulted in 
‘an nogreemont on the part of the Fronch Em- 
peror to withdraw tho floet from Gacta after 
tho expiration of a truce botweon the armies of 
Francis I. and Victor Emanuel, sufficient to 
allow of negotiations for tho surrender of the 
fortress. When that event occurs, if no unox- 
peeted interference takes place, we may look 
for the speedy defeat of the Bourbon king. 
But an unpleasant rumor comes to us that two 
Russian men-of-war, already before Gacts, may 
take the place of tho Tronch squadron, and 
maintain tho blockade, with the taoit consent of 
Louis Napoleon, Should such occur there will 
be trouble in England. 

As to the chances of war between Piedmont 
and Austria in the ensuing spring, we are by 
no means certain, Cavour we know to bo 
averse to it, and the pence party in Italy will 
decidedly make a stand against the proposed 
movement of Garibaldi. At present the reac- 
tionary spirit at Naples and elsewhere is not a 
symptom favorable to the long talked of cam- 
paign, so far as the government of the new 
monarchy is concerned. An Italian attack 
upon the Quadrilateral might bo the signal for 
ageneral uprising of the Bourbon royalists, 
which would be serious in the absence of the 
Piedmontese army. That Austria, moreovor, 
would be sustained by its natural allles of the 
Germanic Confederation is certain, and there 
would be a strong probability of Russia also 
coming to the rescue. The odds would, there- 
fore, be against the Italians, even when aided 
by the whole strength of Hapgary. 

What next arrests our attention Is tho 
condition of the Pope. Pio Nono pre- 
sents a molancholy spcotacle, as, on the 
verge of losing his temporal power, 
through his own misgoyernment and inca- 
pacity, he mingles anathemas with prayers and 
entreaties, without cither the courage to dofy 
calamity or the philosophy to suffer it in si- 
lence. ‘Instead of courting his blessing as the 
natural guardian of her interosts, Italy eyes 
him with aversion, and even Garibaldi bas not 
hesitated to denounce him publicly in the Ca- 
tholic city of Naples, in language which the 
boldest Orangeman would hardly venture to 
employ. 

Spain lone remains faithful to him in the 
midst of bis tribulation, in which dorision and 
despair, religion and worldliness, alternate 
with o deplorable want of dignity. Matters 
are now reaching such a crisis as must shortly 
compel the Holy Father to ecck bumbler 
lodgings than the Vatican, or accept of a sub- 
sidy from the government of the new Italian 
kingdom; for when divested of extraneous mat- 
ter the Papal question becomes a mere finan- 
cial problem. He is unswerving in his deter- 
mination to retain his temporal sovereigaty on 
terms of absolute indopendence, and ho 
spurns the idea of accepting subsidies—o 
consequence of which is that he has 
to rely entirely on resources arising 
from tho patch of territory which ho still ro- 
tains, and tho voluntary contributions of the 
faithful. By ascertaining the probable amount 
of these resources we can hazarda shrewd 
guess a8 to how long the Court of Rome can 
continue its present obstinate resistance; for as 
Jong as the moncy Insts the Pope will persevere; 
but when that fails he must surrender, like a 
starved out garrison. The revenne of the Papal 
government, prior to the dismemberment of its 
territory, was equivalent to sixteen millions of 
dollars, more than one-third of which had to be 
appropriated to the payment of interest of the 
debt. It is notorious that this income was ex- 
ceeded by the expenditure to the extent in 
come years of two millions, which led to the 
Roman government appearing at regular in- 
tervals in the money market searching after 
loanz, How much was borrowed in this way it 
ishard to say, for the accounts of the govern- 
ment aro in as much confusion as the other affairs 
of its administration. Moreover, there hasbeen 
an issue of bonds toan amount which is quite 
uncertain. Dut the events of last spring in- 
creased the Pontifical expenditure so much 
1s to necessitate a loan of forty-five millions of 


‘Tne Navioation oF THe Mussissirrt 10 BE UN- 
onstaucten.—We aro glad to seo by tho mes- 
sage of Governor Pettus, of Mississippi, and 
the proceedings of the Louisiana Convention, 
that the people of those States have no idea of 
following the suicidal example of South Caro- 
lina, and ruining their own commerce in order 
to carry out their oxtreme political notions, 
‘The sabject of the navigation of tho Mississippi 
is ono of great practical importance, perhaps 
tho greatest among all the complications in- 
volved in the problem of disunion. Five and 
twenty years ago, before the whistle of the lo- 
comotive—the herald of progress and civili- 
zation—bad been heard west of the Alleghanies 
or south of Baltimore, the act of shutting up 
the lower Mississippi to Northern trade would 
have ruined the great West. Now, however, 
the farmers and producers of Ohio, Mlinois, 
Indians, Iowa, Michigan and Wisconsin have 
other markets, and the South depends upon 
them, not they upon the South, If Louisiana 
and Mississippi agreed to throw obstacles 
in the way of the free navigation of tho 
Fqther jof Tivers, they ,would gut their 
own throats; and they know it as well as we do. 
Latterly there has been a great oxoitement all 
over the North and West in consequence of the 
fact that the State authorities of Mississippi had 
caused the erection of batteries near Vicks- 
burg, and that steamboats passing down the 
river were fired upon in case they did not stop 
at that point. There was a good deal of flerce 
talk on both sides, and some Western Governors 
drew ensanguined pictures of possible difficul- 
ties to take place among the cancbrakes and 
woodyards of the Mississippi. It appeurs, how- 
ever, that, these batteries were temporary 
affairs, built to prevent the reinforcement of 
the forts at points below Vicksburg, more ea- 
pecially thoso at New Orleans. The Louisiana 
Conyention made haste to declare that the 
navigation of the river should be free to 
all “friendly States and Powers.” The Go- 
vornor of Mississippi recommends that 
the ‘most prompt and efficient measures 
he adopted to make known to the people 
of the Northwestern States that peacoful 
commerce on the Mississippi river will neither 
be interrupted nor annoyed by the people of 
Mississippi.” We agree with the Governor in 
the statement that “this will preserve peace 
between the South and the Northwest, if it can 
be preserved.” Further than that, we believe 
that civil war, if it comes at all, will not break 
out in that quarter. The war policy of the 
new administration would undoubtedly be tho 
starvation of the South, by blooking up its 
ports and destroying its commerce. Accord- 
ing to present appearances, the Charleston and 
Mobile people haying saved the republicans 
the trouble of shutting out their foreign and 
consting trade, and the Orleanois seeming al- 
most as crazy as their friends on the seaboard, 
there will be no necessity for coercion in that 
shape. However that may be, we regard the 
course of Louisiana “and Mississippi upon the 
matter of the river nayigation as being not 
only very important in a commercial point of 
view, but likewise a very cheering sign that 
our political affairs are not in such a bad way 
as to be altogether hopeless. Let Chicago re- 
joice and Wall street be comforted. Trade, 
“the calm health of nations,” will still flow un- 
restricted from the Falls of St. Anthony to 
the Delta of the Mississippi. 


Ruope Istayp axp THE Pensoxan Livenry 
Bus.—The little State of Rhode Island has 
taken the initiative in the repeal of tho ob- 


noxious Personal Liberty bills which so many 
of the free States have enacted in nullification 
of the constitutional Fugitive Slave law. The 
lower house of the Législature concurred with 
the previous action of the Senate by repealing 
that act on Friday, by the decisive vote of 
forty-nine against eighteen. We hope now that 
her example will be followed by the other 
States whose statute books ure disgraced by 
the presence of Personal Liberty bills. Let 
New York, Massachusetts, Maine, Vermont and 
the Northwestern States go and do likewise 
It will bo one obstacle removed from the 
path towards pacification. 


francs. Owing to the enormous expenses of Gon. 
Lamoriclere’s army, there wos an admitted 
monthly deficit in the Papal exchequer of more 
than balf a million dollars, and this lasted for 


at least six months. 
Since July, 1859, the Romagna bas not 
yielded the treasury a single dollar; and since 
August, 1860, the Piedmonteso invasion dis- 
porseascd the Pontiff of Umbria and the 
Marches—the most fatal blow of all—before he 
bad gathered hulf a year’staxation. Therefore 
during the course of 1860 all that the Pope bas 
had to meet an expenditure budget of not leas 
than eighteen millions of dollars has been the 
balf year's revenue from Umbria and the 
Marches, and the year’s income from the 
Comarca—amounting in the aggregate to not 


moro than six illions. As temp 
remedy for such anenormous deficit, tho Pon- 
tiff has had recourse ‘ tho loan of forty-five 
million francs and a pubyp appeal to the fal 
ful for “Peter's pence,” hich last bas pro- 
bably already brought in contributions to the 
sum of two millions, although tho Isst pub- 
lished return states tho amount to bo a fourth 
Tess than this. Balancing thes» assets 

tho oxpenditure, wo find a doficit of 
moro than @ million. Thero would be nothing 
portentous in this if the Papal govern- 
ment had entered upon the now year witha 
leas hopoloss prospect. As it ts, its only source 
of territorial royenue will boa province that 
nover produced more than three million dol- 
lars—an amount that will hardly suifice to pay 
the interest on tho loan. 

Yet wo obscrve no signs of retrenchment on 
tho part of tho Vatican, New levies aro bolng 
raised and armaments perfected at immense 
cost, while tho punctuality with which all calla 
have been met shows that thoro is no presont 
Stint of coin. ‘Tho question that occurs to us 
under such circumstances is: bow Jong will this 
stato of things Inst? If, as somo allego, the 
Pope bas a eccrot treasure of thirteon millions 
of dollars to resort to, he may maintain his 
Present position mach longor than the 
ensuing spring. But if not, and tho sol- 
cmn appeal which he bas mado to Catholic 
Christendom to contribute to tho support 
of the Papacy at Rome docs not mect with 
@ more active response than It has oven 
already done, thero is every probability 
of his being speedily reduced to actual in- 
solvency. It may he that Pio Nono nnticipates 
4 powerful reaction after the pending invasion 
of Austria, which, supported by a general con- 
lition, msy bo triumphant, and lead to bis re- 
storation as tho temporal sovereign of the old 
Papal dominions; and henco tho strenuous ef- 
forts he is making to ignore tho presonce of 
danger. But if so, be is doomed to disappotnt- 
ment, Thero is only the one alternative left for 
him, and that is to accept the subsidy from the 
now Italian monarchy. As the spiritual head 
of the church, he may still roaide not only in 
Rome, but the Vatican. 


Sovmmeny Trane aNp Foreign Excnaxors— 
A Worp to Lonp Parsonstos.—Tho continued 
influx of gold into New York ts the natural re- 
sult of a state of things which is destined to 
cause great distress in Europo, and, unless pro- 
dent steps are taken on this sido, will react 
upon this oity with fearful force, Tho states- 
man or merchant or banker who ignores tho 
cotton product of the United States and the 
cotton trade of England ignores that element 
through which modern commerce lives and 
moves and has its being. To our old readers 
we havo only to refer back to the orisia of 1837 
and 1839. In that first conflict between the 
cotton power of America and the money power 
of England, we went to tho wall. England put 
us to the wall beoause then her cotton trade 
waa secondary to her monoyed interest. The 
Bank, by refusing all discount to those on- 
gaged in tho cotton trade, smashod np the cot- 
ton manufacturers of Great Britain, to be sure; 
but this industry wos then gubordinate to 
the money necessities of the kingdom. The cot- 
ton spinners were ruined, the cotton weavers 
were ruined, But so were tho cotton planters 
of Americe. Our great staple tumbled from 
fabulously high prices to 2d, and Sd. for mid- 
dling in LiverpooL And after the Bank bad 
thus crushed us she extended her aid to the 
cotton manufacturers, who camo in, and, at the 
ow prices for cotton, recovered their losses, 
and emerged out of the struggle with largo 
profits, ; 

Since then times and circumstances haye 
obanged. Cotton is no longer « secondary in- 


teres 


perial question in the United Kingdom. ‘The 
conflict is renewed between the cotton power 
of America and tho money power of England. 
To do without a cotton supply is simply a 
cotton famine, and cotton famine in Lancashiro 
is revolution. To obtain this cotton supply 
under the present violent disruption in ex- 
changes, by tho méans indicated in the con- 
tinual arrival of specie in New York, leads 
inevitably to the bankruptcy of the Bank of 
England. Sho cannot stand tho drain if con- 
tinued ; especially at a time when o abort har- 
vest requires extra disbursements; when affairs 
on the Continent begin to look black; when 
orders for British manufactures aro not going 
forward as usual from the United States, and 
when a heavy specie drain to the East has 
already depleted the Bank of Franco, 

Lord Palmerston hus beeu kind enough to 
extend to this country his sympathy in the hour 
of trial growing out of British freo negroism. 
Let the noble lord prepare for a new cause of 
grief, and one nearer home. It is possible that 
this struggle may end in eceing the money con- 
trol transferred from London to New York. 
It is just possible that, in the event of a read- 
justment of our sectional difficulties, the free 
negro policy of Engiand may be confronted 
by a tariff conflict with the United States, and 
in which the Southern people may develope 
a radical change of policy. But under all cir- 
cumstances we sincerely admonish the first lord 
of the Treasury, when bo is called upon by 
‘Threadneedle strect to suspend the Bank act, 
to remember that the bale of cotton, and not 
the wodlsack, is the symbol of Tiritish power 
or weakness, as the end may show. Free 
negro England cannot afford to pay twice for 
the American cotton crop in the same year, 
especially in specie. 


Tar Retors oy tue Jaraxese Ewuassy To 
Jxpvo—At last wo have intelligeuce of the 
safe arrival in the metropolis of their native 
land of the Japanese, who quitted our shores 
at the end of June last. It is well that, after a 
voyage of one hundred and thirty-two days 
from New York, including thirty-two spent in 
stoppages at various ports by the way, the en- 
tiro Embassy should have stopped ashore in the 
far Orient in as good health and spirits as they 
enjoyed at their departure. Wo can imagine 
the sensation which these shaven-headed tra~ 
yellers ereated when they rejoined their coun- 
trymen after so long an abzence, from * 
wonder excited among their ancestors in the 
sixteenth century, when the two Japanese 
princes, who had been on a religious mission to 
the Pope of Rome, returned and recounted the 
marvellous tale of their adventures, by sea ‘and ¢ 
Jand, to the eager multitudes who flocked from 
afar to see and converse with them. 

But infinitely greater in its ultimate, and even 
its prezent effect, will be the result of this Em- 
bussy from the empirewf Japan to tho United 
States. No longer will the Japanese be stran- 
gers to our manners, our customs and our in~ 


ee 


elitutions, and the ties of friendship will bind 
them stronger to us than treaties, The remem- 
~brance of the generous bospitalities of which 
they were the willing recipients at our 
hands must ever exist in the minds of 
those personally concerned, and when they 
have gone to that bourne whenco no traveller 
returns, the good foeling will still be preserved 
umong thelr descendants, Thus itis that in- 
ternational courtesies haye their influence as 
‘auch upon eucceeding generations as upon the 
one that promoted them. The moral effect of the 
visit wHll aléo be widely telt throughout tho 
‘empire, apart from our own kind offices. The 
Topaneso have seen tho bonefita of free com- 
amerce and free institutions; and such exam- 
ples—the proudest that the world affords, de- 
spite the storm that is now sweeping over us— 
cannot fail to lessen the restrictive policy hith- 
erto pursued by the government of the land of 
ihe Rising Sun. 

Thore arc two hostile parties in Japan—for 
even that happy realm ig not free from revolu- 
tion—one of which is in favor of closing and 
the other of opening the porta to foreign com- 
Inerce, Who can doubt, therefore, that the re- 
Ports of the Ambassadors and their phalanx of 
Foventy will give a power to the liberals never 
Before possessed by them, and that we chall 
Boon ave the chipping of the great West crowd- 
Ing the harbors of the great East, to the adyan- 
Yoge of all nations? Wo prophesy much from 
this friendly intercourse. Not only will it af- 
fect Japan, but, Wirough Japan, China and the 
other Enstern Jands, and vice versa. The fame 
of this Embassy has spread over tho wido area 
of the Orient, and no longer will the East dis- 
trust, with Asiatle prejudice and exclusivences, 
tho United States. There is no ether nation in 
‘the world that would havo profited as much by 
4his intércouree as tho Japancee will. They 
havo observed everything, satisfied themselves 
about everything, and intend to print every- 
thing; co thMt nothing has been lost upon 
ahem, and‘we may look for results both inte- 
resting and profitable.

T find an articto ta your lssuo of to-day headed as abovo 
and signed "Notary Public,” defining certals powers and 
doties of notarles public, wherein ho states that they can 
nly perform thelr duties in tho county for which thoy 
fro appointed In taking affidavits, acknowledgmenta of 
deeds and other {nstraments, In this particular I fully 
agree with und endorso tho articlo, as tho Legislatare of 
1488 gave to notaries tho additional powors of a commals- 
sloner of deeds, bat condned them in the performance of 
their doties as & commlationer to the county for which 
they were appointed, and all gels dono aasuch outdo 
of thelr county aro {avalld, and havo been £0 decided by 
or courts. Bot tho article is vory apt to carry tho im- 
preesion and milalead persons that notaries public hare 
1 jurtadiction or powers outeldo of tho county for which 
they aro appotnted, ax {t relatos only to the porrers of a 
notary in his proper county. Chapter 6. of tho frat 
part of tho Rovised Statutes concerning “public oflcers 
Of thia Stato," section 12, makes o notary pablio a Stato 
offer and defines bis Jurlediction as follows: — 

ec. 12. Notaries pobile mast reside In tho respective citiea

: Soxpay, Jan. 27, 1881. 
Last week was not very active in general bo 
ness, but the feeling in commercial circles con- 
tinues to improve, and people scem to have made 
up their minds that the political quarrel has done 
its worst upon the trade of New York. Compar- 
ing the movement of the port with that of the cor- 
responding weeks of the two past years, wo note 
an increase of imports over 1860, but a decreaso 
from 1859; a very largo increase of exports of 
produce over each of the two past years, and, a3 
usual of late, a cessation of the export movement 
ofspecle. Cotton is now beginning to come fur- 
Ward freely, under the stimulas of high prices; 
and though the difficulty about clearances is ikely 
to restrict shipments from several of the Gulf 
ports, the deficiency will probably be made up by 
the increased export from Northern ports. Tho 
export movement in breadstuffs continues on a 
very extensive scale, The following aro the of- 
ficial tables of the foreign trade of the port for the 
Week, ss compared with the corresponding weeks

Specio continues to arrive from California and 
from Europe, and onr bank reserve swells accord- 
ingly. Last Monday the average shown—which 
wasa risiog onc—was $29,598,783. Since thea 
some two millions have been reeejyed from Bu- 
rope and from San Francisco, exclusive of the 
million which arrived at Boston yesterday for New 
‘York in the Cunard steamer. Against this, how- 
ever, must be eet the loss to tho Sub-Treasury, 
which institation has taken a great deal of monay 
from the banks since last week—tho balance yes- 
terday standing at $5,751,288, against $2,166,242 at 
the close of last week, and $3,352,485 at tho cor- 
responding date last year. The Sab-Treasury 
gain is duo, of course, to the phyment for the now 
Treasury notes. It can hardly be expected that 
the money will remain locked up for many days; 
the bulk of it will probably find its way back into 
the banks before the end of February. The last 
Joans averago ef tho banks was $126,034,620—a 
decrease of $3,090,995 from tho previous state- 
ment; at the corresponding date last year tho 
Joans amounted to $123,845,931, and the specie 
$19,233,494, Most of the banka are quietly pur- 
suing a policy of curtailment—undoubtedly’ the 
wisest under the circumstances, Tho panic is 
over, and monoy qbounda in tho street; houses 
which bave means can now take care of them- 
aclves. 

Last’ week witnessed rather more inqulry for 
money on call, owing to tho award of the now 
Treasury notes, and we quote the market closing 
at6a7, with an active demand. The discount 
brokers complain of a scarcity of desirable papor. 
Bosiness is still go dull that the amount of paper 
made is considerably less than the average for this 
season. Wo quote exceptional paper at 7 per 
cent; first class names gencrally, 810; fair to 
good names, 12015019; names not gonorally 
Known, all rates from 18 upward. There is no 
present prospect of an advanco in tho valuo of 
‘monoy in this market; on the contrary, it scoms to 
be generally expected that ns the spring advances 
we shall witness lower rates than thoso now 
ruling. Much, however, in regard to this matter, 
will depend on the settlemont of our political dimi- 
culties, on the course of our foreign trade, ke, It 
will be noticed that monoy is abont 1 por cent 
cheaper here at present than in London and Paris. 
If this state of things continues we aball probably 
witness tho withdrawal of some capital from this 
country for use in Europe, 

Foreign exchange advanced last week from 106 
to 107 for bills on London. The advance must not 
be regarded, however, as dn indication of on in- 
creased inquiry for bills among our importers. 
There has been no such increase. But sinco the 
secession of the cotton States our bankers havo 
Decn reluctant to purchaze bills at the cotton 
ports, and the eupply of bills has thos run short. 
No ships calling from Charleston and Mobile can 
now obtain federal clearances, and bills drawn 
against cotton shipped in craft unprovided with 
such clearances would of course bo subject to sus- 
picion. ‘The same dilliculty does not exist at Sa- 
Yannab, where tho United States Collector con- 
tinues to ofllefate as heretofore; but the ancertain- 
ty ottaching to all movements in revolutionary 
times, and the possibility that the Savannah Col- 
lector may follow the example of his coufrores at 
Charleston and Mobile at any moment, have in- 
uced most of our bankers to cease purchasing 
bills there alo. Wo shall not know how matters 
stand at New Orleans for o day or two. Inall 
probability an effort will be made to preserve the 
statu quo—so far as shipments and clearances are 
concerned—until the now confederacy ia duly 
formed and recognized. At this season of tho year 
tho exports from New Orleans amount to between 
threo end four millions a week. If the 
politicians stop this enormous movement 
suddenly, terrible riots can hardly fail to 
ensue. At the present price for bankers’ bills, it 
does not pay to import gold from London to New 
York. The drain from Europe may therefore be 
considered a3 ended for the present. We shall 
probably continue to receive remittances for o 
fortnight or so, during which period five or six 
millions more specie will probably be drawn from 
the Banks of France and England; but it {s not 
likely that the unnatural movement which we have 
witnessed this season—viz. the import of gold by 

8 gold producing country from a country which 
does not prodace gold—will be carried any farther, 
The United States will haye drawn from Europo, 
since the first full in the foreign exchanges, some- 
thing like eighteen to twenty millions of dollars in 
gold—the largest sum ever sent to this country 
from Europe. falt 
effect of the drain may be upon tho financial com- 
mapities of Englond and France. If it should 
cause no graver trouble than an advance in the 
rate of interest, and some stringency in tho monoy 
market, it will be safe to conclude that our neigh- 
bors over tho water aro much stronger than was 
commonly supposed, and that it will be unsafe 
horcafter to assume that a panic in London ia sure 
to follow a panic here,

asettlement. We understand now that the lead- 
ing political managers at the federal capital are 
satisfied thatthe pending difficulty will be ar- 
ranged before the insuguratiog of Mr. Lincoln; 
though how that can be achieved, and on what 
terms the sottlement is to be effected, remain 
mysteries. In the meantime the earnings of 
the principal Western railroads (with the marked 
exception of the Cleveland dnd Toledo) are 
showing so handsome an increase that spec- 
ulatoys are likely to be tompted, settlement 
or no settlement, to buy their stocks, Tho 
increase on the Galena, for instance, Is nearly 
fifty per cent, and when the spring travel 
commences it will probably be fully fifty, if not 
more, Last year, it will bo remembered, nearly 
‘all the Western roads showed & gross increase over 
1859, though their passenger receipts showed a 
decline. This year they will show an increase 
both in freight and passengers—the bountifal crop 
having enabled tho Western people to travel 
freely for the first timo since the spring of 1857, 
State stocks are very dull. North Carolinas ba: 
improved, on the strength of the prompt recog- 
nition by the State of the stolen bonils. Vir- 
ginias and Tennessees are depressed by the dis- 
‘union business. In the event of disanion, and with 
the possibility of efvil war, these bonds would not 
command ffty cents on the dollar in our market, 
‘We understand that since the recent demonstra- 
tion against the freedom of the Mississippi at Mem- 
phis a large lot of Tennessee bonds have been sent 
here forsale. War, in any‘shape, is fatal to com- 
merce, credit and profit. 

The vexed question of the City Chamberlain- 
ship bas reached another stage. Senator Ma- 
nierre’f bill, after undergoing amendments which 
altered its original purpose, has been duly killed in 


the Senate. The controversy between the Park 
Bank and Mr. Devlin remains tn statu quo, the lat~ 
ter rotaining tho moneys deposited with it by Mr, 
Platt. Mr. Platt, we believe, still asserts his rights 
to the office of Chamberlain, and is sustained by 
the Mayor. Mr. Devlin as stoutly claims to be tho 
only rightful occupant of the office, and {s upheld 
in bis pretensions by the Comptroller and tha Come 
mon Council. While these two gentlemen are dia- 
puting, tho city moneys aro anayailablo forth»: 
poblic wants, the city. laborers aro unpaid, and the: 
‘Trust companies refuso to acknowledge either of 
the rivals as the rightful Chamberlain, or to 
over to cither the money deposited in thelr bands. 
Every day renders tho position of affairs mona 
complicated and moro cmbarrassing; if tho 
present imbroglio lasts mach longer the city 
credit will receive as fatal a blow aw 
Messrs, Cobb and Thomas inflicted upon 
the credit of the general government. It is of thr 
utmost importance that the Legislature should 
lose no time in acting in the matter and sottling it 
inadefinite shape. The appointment of Cham- 
berlains is now the most lucrative perqaisita of 
the offlos of Alderman; if mattera remain oa thoy 
are itis protty certain that wo shal havo new 
Chamberlains appointed three or four times a 
year, and that the city funds will be forevor in 
court, Itisto be hoped, however, that any ac- 
tion taken by the Legislature may be based upon 
‘an honest regard for the public interests, and not 
upon adesiro to further individual schemes. To 
legislate this or that man into office will be no im- 
provempnt upon existing evils. Wo havo bad oc- 
casion already to allude to tho sub-treasury 
scheme, which we notice bas been proposed im 
tho Legislature. The objection to this plan—which. 
people here generally consider a fatal one—Is that, 
in the present condition of civic virtue and monfe 
cipal morals the city sub-treasnrer would probas 
bly walk off to Havana somo fine morning with tho 
entiro sub-trensury. It would bo undoubtedly 
safer to confor the right of appointing tho Chame 
berlain on somo publlo official whoso charactor 
and position might sorvo aso guaranteo for hia 
integrity of parpose; to take the matter complete« 
ly out of the hands of the Aldermen; to requira 
the Chamberlain to give security for twico ag 
much as the largest amount usually drawn from 
the treasury in a singlo day; to encompass tha 
drawing of checks with all proper eafeguarda, and 
to render tho Chamberlain not removable except 
for couse. Questions would arise, in drafting o 
Dill on these bases, as to what official should poss 
seas tho power of appointing the Chamberlain, 
Senator Manicrro'a bill conferred the power on tha 
Comptroller, as the official most directly responsl« 
ble in tho matter. Tho names of the Mayor, tha 
Supreme Court Judges, the Governor of the Stato, 
have beon mentioned in tho same connection, A 
choico may be readily and safely mado if the Lee 
gislaturo will c@msider the matter in tho light of 
tho public interest alono, and without partisan oF 
personal predilections. And whatever is dono 
should be done quickly, if tho crodit of thia city ia 
to be preserved and its obtigations to its creditora 
duly honored.
